The  voyagers  In  jhe  last-^ian  ed 
boat  had  In  some  way  contracted;  the  smallpox, 
and,  to  prevent  the  contagion  froA  spreading  to 
the  other  boats,  they  were  required  to  ffoat  a 
few  hundred  yards  In  the  rear  an$l  to  o-oiipy  a 
different  landing  at  night.  After  floating  unmo¬ 
lested  for  several  days,  the  hustle  savages  es¬ 
pied  the  boats  somewhafe  near  the  moitth  of 
Clinch  river,  and  fixed  on  a  short  bend  fn  'he 
Tennessee  river,  near  the  northwejgern  cor|er  of 
Oeorgia,  as  the  place  of  attack,  paving  to  float 
near  the  shore  to  keep  In  the  chajpnel,  thq  fore¬ 
most  boat  was  violently  assailed  l(y  the  larking 
Cherokises.  All  hands  on  board  jeommented  a 
vigorous  and  Welldlrected  defense.

j  BIBLE  REVIVAL. 

June  30,  1922,  at  Noon  Meeting.  Revival  Under 
Jonah.  ( Bo<ik  of  Jonah,  reference). 

Jonah  is  the  first  prophet  to  whom  is  assigned 
a  separate  tx)ok.  He  was  a  wonderfully  Intel  eat¬ 
ing  man  who  lived  800  years  before  Christ.  I  re¬ 
peat,  “a  man”,  because  I  believe  Jonah  was  a  real 
character,  jiesus  seemed  tc  believe  he  was,  for 
we  read  in  BJatt.  12:  40  and  41:  “As  Jonah  was 
three  days  afid  three  nights  in  the  whale's  belly, 
so  shall  the  i>on  of  man  be  three  days  and  three 
nights  in  the  heart  of  the  earth.  The  men  of 
Ninevah  shal}  rise  In  judgment  with  this  genera¬ 
tion  and  sha|l  condemn  it,  because  they  repented 
at  the  preaching  of  Jonah  and  behold,  a  greater 
than  Jonah  18  here."  Yes,  1  believe  that  Jonah 
was  a  real  njan.  We  And  also  other  evidence  of 
that  fact  in  the  Old  Testament  in  1st  King  4:23- 
5.  Jonah  ceijtainly  seemed  to  be  a  real  character 
there.  j  *  j 

Dr.  Scofield  very  strikingly  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that!  in  some  respects,  Jonah  is  a  type 
of  the  Children  of  Israel.  For  Instance,  he  is 
sent  to  the!  Gentiles  as  he  witnesses  to  them, 
Is  miraculously  preserved,  finds  deliverance,  and 
becomes  a  missionary  to  them.  In  a  way,  he 
typifies  Chrlijt,  as  the  “Sent  One”,  raised  from 
the  dead.  Carrying  salvation  to  the  Gentiles.  This 
book  is  certainly  Inspired  of  God,  for  no  Jew 
would  have  produced  a  book  like  this.  Even 
after  Pentecoft,  we  find  Peter,  the  Jew,  believing 
that  the  gospel  is  not  to  go  to  the  Gentiles.  Tom 
Paine  significantly  said  "I  do  not  believe  a  word 
about  great  JJlnevah,  and  yet  in  1847  the  great 
city  was  discovered.  How  often  has  the  spade 
overturned  tlje  criticism  of  the  critics.  Nineveh 
was  destroyed  five-hundred  years,  as  you  know, 
before  the  historians  lived,  and  when  the  mighty 
city  was  discovered  with  the  spade,  it  was  found 
to  have  just  ithe  same  area  as  was  described  lh 
the  book  of  Jpnah. 

To  me,  Joijah  is  a  very  interesting  character. 
When  we  landed  at  Joppa  en  route  to  Jerusalem, 
they  took  us  to  the  top  of  a  little  one-story  house 
and  said  "This  house  is  built  on  the  site  where 
the  house  of !  Simon  the  Tanner  stood.’"  I  said, 
“Yes".  They:  pointed  over  to  a  building  and 
said  "That  is  the  chapel  of  Dorcas.  That  Is  built 
on  the  site  where  Dorcas  used  to  live.”  I  said 
“Yes".  But  1  found  myself  looking  back  to  the 
landing  place  and  could  almost  see  with  my 
mind's  eye  a  Jew  going  down  to  the  ticket  office 
and  paying  the  fare  to  Tarshish.  I  do  not  know 
how  much  Jonah  paid  for  that  ticket  to  Tarshish 
but  I  do  know  it  was  one  of  the  worst  invest¬ 
ments  he  ever}  made.  I  do  know  that  the  Lord's 
child  never  makes  any  worse  Investment  than 
when  he  buysla  ticket  to  Tarshish  while  the  Lord 
says  “Go  to  Ninevah.”  Jonah  paid  the  fare. 
How  many  have  paid  the  fare  and  have  found  it  a 
bad  investment.
